A REVOLUTION IN INDIA. 


After remaining at liberty, much against his 


will lor a whole month of "passive resistance," 
Mahatma Gandhi is at last under arrest, lodged 
in an Indian jail for an indefinite period on an 
'indefinite charge; and the revolt of India against 
British rule enters a new phase in which any- 
thing can happen. 


There js a drama about the whole thing that 


gives it .an unusual appeal. The spectacle of this 
.ragged, poverty-stricken Indian 
defying the. 


might of the great British empire, and trying^to 
launch a revolution by adopting a policy of turn- 
ing the other cheek, is as compelling as it is un- 
usual. Revolutions are not ordinarily 
started 


this' way. 


Meanwhile, the situation rapidly gets more 


serious. If a great deal of bloodshed does not 
develop in the next few months the English, will 
have cause to congratulate themselves. Not since 
the days of the Indian mutiny has the Indian 
problem .been as troublesome. 


Gandhi's followers demand absolute, immedi- 


ate independence. 
England will undoubtedly 


make many concessions, but this demand will 
never be granted — not unless there is an over- 
turn more stupendous than anything now in 


sight. In the end, it is possible that an offer of 
dominion status will be made and accepted. Ob- 
servers of the situation say that this would satis- 


• fy the majority of native leaders, if it were cer- 
- tain it would be put into effect fairly soon and 


not left to the indefinite future.. 


The jailing of Gandhi may bring matters to a 


head 
The little agitator has insisted from the 


beginning that his followers refrain from acts of 
violence; but will he be able to restrain them 
while he is in jail? Is it not 'possible that his 
imprisonment will stir them to a 
resentment 


that will culminate in bloody riots? 


Much hinges on the answers of those ques- 


tions. The Indians themselves will be well-ad- 
vised if they keep the peace. Their boycott of 
British goods puts a tremendous pressure on the 
home government at Downing street, since it in- 
tensifies England's already bad industrial situa- 
tion; but open violence will only make the gov- 
ernment more determined to put the rebellious 
element in its place. 


Not since the World War has any British gov- 


ernment faced so ticklish a situation. The next. 
few months are likely to see some stirring events 
of major historical importance. .
